The 
doors, were never. locked. Fire 
guards were always: well plowed 

around the house and ‘barn. No 
one thought of being caught out 

on the prairie without a pocket 
full of matches as it was some 
times necessary to.set fire to the 
prairie grass and get into the 
burned area to keep from being 
caught by the fire which swept 
over the country at times. Even 
the cowbpy when miles from any 
protection, and forced to face the 
enrushing flames, learned to roll 
himeelf up in his old blanket, lie 
down upon the ground and let the 
fire sweep over ~him, when he 
would rise, throw off the burning 
blanket, amd be safe. No one at 
that time had read’ much about 
fire protection. No fire inspector 
had ever called to tell them what 
they would have to do. . No rules 
had been scattered broadcast. No 
re extinguished hung upon ‘the 
walls of buildings and the law did 
not. require an ornamental fire 
escape on the old sehool house, 
yet father, mother, and the entire 
family. were better 
gave more thought to fire guards 
and. self potection than they do 
now. Grandsons of the old pion- 
eers ar e now members of the 
school board in the fittle town
